“SHILOCK” FALLS 
LAT IN PARIS

York World. 


PARIS, May 6.—‘The Merchant of 
Venice’ fell flat this week at the Comedie 
Francaise.’ Shakspeare might’ exclaim 
with more reason than the people of Paris 
after Sedan, “I have been betrayed,” for 
it is emphatically a case of betrayal by 
translation, and, worse still, by adapta- 
tion. 

The less said about “Shylock,” as it is 
called on the bills. the better for the 
Theater Francais and for the memory of 
Alfred de Vigny. This French writer, who 
flourished about the time of the English 
George IV and William IV, was one of the 
last representatives of the moribund school 
of imitators of Corneille and Racine, the 
so-called classiral school, which never 
showel its head again after that great 
emancipator of style, Victor Hugo. 

Alfred de Vigny, with the intolerance of 
a French cordon bleu, “dished” ghaks. 
peare—you may read that verb tn any sense 
you please—so as to suit the artificial 
palates of the time. First, he cut out 
everything that was in “bad taste,’ then 
overything that was “unreal,” “fitppant,”’ 
and contrary to classical’ gravity, He 
suppressed the parts of the Prince of 
Morocco, of the Prince of Aragon and of 
Launcelot Gobbo. 

The plot, thus taken out of its original 
atmosphere of fairy tale, is woefully 
threadbare, and Vigny’s hexameters are 
as flat as he could have ever made them. 

“Shylock,"’ which was written in igo. 
haa never before seen the stage, and it isa 
pity it was not allowed to repose in peace. 
Yet the cast is good and the scenery {s 
evidently expensive. 

M. Leloir, who takes the part of the Jew 
of Venice, lacks the admirable “go” of 
Signor Novelli, who rendered Shylock 
sympathetic. M. Ieloir has chosen to make 
him frankly hateful. Mme. Lara econ- 
scientiously studied the part of Portia, but 
the first-night public—a Shakspearean one 
~—were unable to fake any interest in A)- 
fred de Vigny's poor production.

LINCOLN, Neb., May 6.—From out of the 
Rosebud Agency, from the region settled up 
by the female settlers successful in the 
recent government drawing, there comes a 
sad, sad story of those who would marry 
these dear girls and take from them the 
great responsibility of running their farms, 
The female settlers of the region around 
Bonesteel have organized for mutual pro- 
tection against matrimonial plans and 
specifications of those thousands of tender 
hearted men who have signified their wil- 
lingness to exchange their superior knowl- 
edge of the world in general and the farm 
in particular for a joint estate beside the 
fireplace in the little cabins which the dear 
girls are now having built. 

The story was brought back from the 
Bonesteel region by Miss Ruth Pyrtle of 
this city, a teacher in the public schools 
there, and by Miss Estelle Salle of Mexico, 


| Mo., who is now Miss Pyrtle’s guest. 


These two are near neighbors as dis- 
tance is counted in the wide prairie of 
the Nomhwest in that they live only 13 
miles apart. Between their claims runs a 
stream of water, and while they did not say 
so, it is barely possible that while strolling 
along the river banks in the soft-sad light 
of the gloaming these two met, each with 
a tin bucket, after water, became warm 
friends and then and there evolved the 
scheme. But whether they did or not the 
organization has been agreed to, they say, 
and that settles it in so far as the men are 
concerned. 


The meaning of the motto of the new 
organization, which has not yet been made 
public, is that the man who gets a wife— 
and incidentally a farm-—must first win his 
spurs behind the plow or the mowing ma- 
Chine. He must know ‘how to itturn over the 
sod and make his furrows the right depth.

According to the -story told by these 
young women, who have just returned 
after having spent a night upon their 
respective claims, letters are being received 
by the hundreds from all parts of the coun- 
try by the.lamd agents asking ithe agenits 
to act as a matrimonial bureau and secure 
wives for the writers. While in Bonesteel 
Mise .yrtle and Miss Salle were shown a 
bushel basket full * applications and were 
told te take their choltce of the bunch. Bach 
brought home with ther about 50 letters, 
ranging from the plain practical business 
letter -to the old slushy love letter of the 
most approved schoolboy fashion. Every 
other 1 who visited Bonesteel has re- 
turned home with a bunch of the same kind 
of letiiers. That was all the land agent 
conld do tn the matter. 

Rut here.is what will be done with those 
letters. Fyery one of them will be an- 
stvered, eo the girls have given it out. The 
answers will he an invitation to. the love- 
sick vouth or old man, as the case may be, 
to report at Bonesteel and there go through 

certain Initiation, after which he will 
his answer from the girl. he 


Girls Are Firm. 


The organization has declared that the 
initiation shall consis: of nothing but work. 
The man will be required to labor without 


ecst' as an ordinary farm laborer, doing 
what is required of an ordinary farm la- 
borer. following the orders of the female 
owner of the farm in those things she 
understands and teaching her those things 
which she knows not. If the lovesick boy 
or man survives the segson and the farm 
thrives and the crops he makes are boun- 
tifu!, then he may go to his lady love and 
pres2 his suit. and if the women stand 
bv thelr announced agreement, he will in 
.}1 probability secure a wife and a 
home. 

In view of the fact that 1200 women drew 
clnims at the onen!ng of this country and In 
view of the further fact that many of 
them never before received a proposal and 
is likely to be carried off her feet hy 
some ‘ndventurers with a good smooth way 
of writing things, the organization of the 
females to keep out unflesirable men folks 
is axpecte”l to work tremendous good. 

Miss Pyrtle and Miss Salle have both 
erected oabhins on their resnective claima, 
and eacn ‘ts well pleased. They secured 
good farms, they say, and expect to spend 
the summer on them putting in a crop 
and making permanent improvements. 


WALES TO TRAVEL ON 
AN ECONOMICAL PLAN, 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch and New 
York World. 

LONDON, May 6.—Arrangements are be- 
ing rapidly pushed forward for the visit 
of the Prince and Princess of Wales to 
India next October. Their cabins on board 
his majesty’s battleship Renown, which 
wil take them to India, under the com- 
mand of Capt. Hugh Tyrwhitt, will soon 
be in readiness for final inspection. 

The Renown was formerly th eflagship 
of Sir John Fisher on the Mediterranean 
and West Indian stations. She conveyed 
the Duke and Duchess of Connaught to 
India in 190% for the Great Durbar, and is 
one of the fastest battleships in the Brit- 
ish navy. Early in her Ogreer she estab- 
lished a record which ltas not yet been 
beaten by a battleship—running home from 
Bermuda to Plymouth at a sustained sea 
apeed of over 15 knots. 

Following the precedent of the troopship 
Serapis, which carried —— Edward to 
India in 1875, the Renown will probably be 
repainted white, with a broad band of 
royal blue stretching from bow to stern. 
Hier spacious cabins are to be redecorated 
throughout, and the steel decks of tbe 
royal apartments will be covered with lay- 
ers of cork and soft carpets. 

The sum of $100,000 has already téen vot- 
ed in the civil service estimates towards 
the expenses of the tour. This is inde- 
pendent of the cost of the voyage, which 
will be defrayed from navy votes. This 
sum falls far short of that which was con- 
siaered necessary for the visit of King 
Isdward in 1875, when the House of Com- 
mons passed a vote of $300,000, supplement- 
ed by a grant of $30,000 from the Indian 
treasury. The present economy itis largely 
due to the wise determination to request 
the native princes to forego the custom of 
makirg lavish presents to the august visit- 
or, which would have to be reciprocated by 
others of no less value,

FRAUDS MUST 60 


Uncle Sam Probing Lottery 
Schemes to Expose Those 
- That Are Irregular.

WASHINGTON, May 6.—Get-rich-quick 
and get-rich-sure companies, especially 
land and plantation schemes in Mexico and 
mining ventures In Alaska and the Wes, 
are to be given a rigid investigation by the 

United States authorities. 

Following the expose of the numerous 
Ubero. plantation companies in Boston, the 
postoffice and attorney-general’s depart- 
ments have determined to work together 
for the protection of small investors, and 
will rid the mails of letters, prospectuses, 
and other literature put out by the fraud: 
ulent concerns. 


While the headquarters of several of 
these concerns are in the East, it is known 
that Chicago and other Western cities are 
teeming with them. The scope of the in- 
Vestiggtion will be wide and searching, and 
already offices of “suspect"" companies 
have been reported as closed by secret 
service men. 

The i’bero companies of Boston are 
thought to have sunk about $2,000,000 of 
investors’ money. Besides the usual! per- 
cemtage of widows and inexperienced in- 
vestors there was a great number of busi- 
ness and professional men.

NEW YORK, May 6—To the squeamish 
stomach of Herr Francois Haby, Adolf 
Mneller of Wilster Tolstein, owes the fame 
that fis his.

“Razor must be sharp,” continued the 
director. “You are to go over His Majes- 
ty’s face only once, and that very lightly.

Repentant People Send Money in 
Large and §mall Amounts, Tell- 
ing Uncle Sam That Restoratior 
Gives Peace of Mind. 


IDENTITY OF SENDER 
18 NEVER QUESTIONED 


Letters Sent With Remittances 
Are Often Humorous and Give 
All Manner of Reasons for Send- 
ing the Cash to the Treasury.

WASHINGTON, May 6—"A guilty con- 
sci€nce needs no accuser’ is an adage that 
is not believed by officials of the Treasury 
Department. They are of the opinion that 
the guilty conacience does need a little 
prodding once in a while to cause the 
owner to repent and make amends. As 
proof of this contention they point with 
pride to the so-called “conscience fund,” 
which within the.last century has gathered 
in nearly $500,000 for the Government’s 
‘pocketbook. But for the fact that this 
mythical ‘‘fund”’ has been referred to from 
time to time in the newspapers, the offi- 
clals believe, scarcely one-tenth of the 
huge sum mentioned would have been sent 
to the treasury. 

The person who sends the amount of his 
debt to the “‘conscience fund’ learns that 
no effort wiH be made by the authorities 
to discover his or her identity or to exact 
punishment for the original crime. He 
feels that by thus making restitution he 
will not only be forgiven for his former 
misdeeds but will be able to look the world 
in the face once more, sleep better and get 
more enjoyment out of life. He is right 
in cherishing these beliefs, for: the Gov- 
ernment officials will make no attempt to 
resurrect bis past, and there is no doubt 
whatever that his owm conscience will re- 
ward him for doing the square thing. 


Called ‘‘Miscellaneous Receipts.” 


If you ask a treasury official for the of- 
fice of the “‘conscience fund'’ he will smile 
and say: “Go to the public moneys divis- 
fon.”” At the public moneys division you 
will be told that there is no such thing as 
the “conscience fund,”’ but that the money 
received from the owners of troublesome 
consciences is turned into the general treas- 
ury under the head of “miscellaneous re- 
cefpts.”” For the sake of accuracy, and also 
to help along the wholesome fiction, a rec- 
ord is kept of every cent thus received, and, 
as long the the Treasury Department keeps 
rn set of books, entries will be made of such 
contributions under the ‘‘consclence fund” 
cuption, President Madison received in 1811 
a sum of money from some repentant sin- 
ner who wished to make restitution of stol- 
en money. Then and there the fund was 
started and it has been in mythical exist- 
ence ever since. Nd sum is too large or too 
small for entry in the record. 

As soon as money for the “conscience 
fund’ is received at the Treasury Depart- 
ment Secretary Shaw orders a little item 
placed upon the bulletin board in his outer 
affice. The newspaper correspondents, who 
mo the rounds of the various offices in the 
treasury building, invariably make note of 
the case and thus the news of a good ex- 
aniple is sent broadcast to the world. 

On Feb. 26 last Secretary Shaw found in 
his morning’s mail a letter containing 15 
cents. It read as follows: 

“Inclosed you will find 15 cents, which I 
send to pay for two slate pencils which I 
believe I took from an Indian agency lo- 
eated at that time at Colton, Cal. This 
was done when I was a small boy about 16 
years old, or something near it. It was 
probably more than that. I sent the money 
to the Indian agency at San Jacinto, Cal., 
but it was sent back to me.

From a Consular Report. 

There is in the Greifswalderstrasse, Ber- 
lin, a regularly installed horse slaughter- 
house, which ia under careful policé su- 
pervision, with a veterinary surgeon in at- 
teridance to see that no animal is killed 
the flesh of which would be, by reason 
of disease or other cause, unfit for human 
food.

Workingmen’s Insurance. 

It is in Germany that there is to be 
found, by all odds, the highest evolution 
of workingmen’s insurance, says Serib- 
ner’s. In that country a social exper'- 
ment has been corducted on a vast scale, 
and I think the movement may fairly be 
said to mark the most interesting recent 
social legislation that is to be found any- 
where in the world. 

The significance of the movement fn Ger.

noted that 17.000,000 German workmen are 
contributing to and enjoying the benefits 
of the pension system. That significance 
is emphasized when we learn that since 
the inception of the system, in 1885, the to- 
tal receipts have reached $1,750,000,000. At 
the present time the annual receipts are 
in excess of $1299,000,000, an amount suffi-

LONDON, May 6—An interesting ehar- 


acter sketch of President Castro of Vene- 
zuela has just appeared from the pen of 
the staff correspondent of the Daily Mail 
and gives a good idea of the man with 
whom the United States is now having 
to deal, 

“Castro is paramount now, and has been 
for years,” says the correspondent, “All 
his enemies are killed or imprisoned in the 
dungeons under Maracaibo’s old fort, or 
else exiled in Bogota, Paris, New York or 
London. How Castro, a former mule driv- 


er, started with an “army” of 2 mule- 
teers and smugglers; how this force grew 
and grew; how he directed battles from 
a horse litter where he was confined with 
broken legs—these and other episodes are 
but incidents in this wonderful man’s 
carecr. 

Everybody in the town speaks of him 
with bated breath—some of them pretty 
boldly, when he was away in hie little 
mountain resort of La Victoria, where he 
utterly disregarded cablegrams about in- 
ternational blockades and such-like bore- 
some things, on the principle that “They 
whl arrange themselves if they are let 
alone."’ 

Castro is always popular with his peo- 
ple, for he gives them no end of concerts, 
dances and bullfights. He frequently re- 
tires to bed at 5 o’clock in the morning 
and receives visitors at midday in his 
night dress. He is a thickset, keen-eyed 
man, much below middle height, and with 
his Indian blood showing most plainly. 
[ do not think he is an inch over five feet,

And yet here is the man who has con- 
quered a country with a handful of mule- 
drivers and has given sleepless nights to 
the diplomats of the world. 

He asks all his visitors many questions 
about the navy and the army of their 
country, and fully believes that the one 
warship he has seen in his life—the Prest- 
dente Sarmiento of the Argentine Repub- 
lic—is the most powerful battleship tn the 
world, 


President Castro did not conceal his con- 
tempt for England and Germany, and fT 
afterward heard he was unaware of the 
very existence of India and Australia. 

So you see there is no “side” about Vene- 
zuela's autocrat. Anyone may approach 
him. He does, however, carry a revolver in 
the outside breast pocket of his frock coat. 
An assassin tried to shoot him once, but 
the President lamed the man with 4 well- 
almed shot. 

Often he will tnvite casual passers-by inte 
his palace and give impromptu Dalls, in ~ 
which the stranger is amazed to see poor 
Indians in canvas clothes, little better 
than rags, and rought sanduia, side by side 
with brillant uniferme, gold lace and or- 
ders. At euch functions the President 
dances with short women and giria, for he 
is very sensitive about his diminutive stat- 
ure.

HE longest theatrical season in the 
iB history of St. Louis will end within 
has already closed; the Olympic will ‘close 
thie week; the Grand will algo close this 
week: the Garrick will hardly continue be- 
yond May 2); the Columbia will close May 
21: the Crasvford will probably close this 
week; the Odeon Stock season ended & 
week ago; the Ben Greet players will 
wind up the Odeon season next Tuesday 
night; the Imperial will end its regular 
eenson May 14. 

The season began July 31, when Miss 
Bianche Bates began her engagement at 
the Imperial Theater in “The Darling of 
the Gods.”" In the course of the season 
a new theater, the Garrick, a first-class, 
modern playhouse, owned by the Shubert 
brothers, entered the local field. “The won- 
derfil business of the World's Fair 
autumn ieft the coffers of the local man- 
agers stuffed proof against any depression 
in business after the Fair. It has been a 
wonderful season—we will hardly see its 
like again; a season in which many have 
‘been enriched, and few failed of some 
part of the harvest; a season notable for 
its long runs during and after the Fair, 
and a season which, despite its extraordi- 
mary achievement, has left the playing 
community in no kind attitude toward the 
powers that govern theatrical things.

The long runs of the season will be re- 
called with interest. The two Louisiana ex- 
travagangas, typifying the purchase of the 
Territory of Louisiana, ran at Delmar Gar- 
den and the Odeon continuously for six 
months. “The ariing of the Gods’’ ran at 
“Ben 
Hur” ran at the Olympic Theater two 
months; “Mother Goose,” at the Olympic, 
and “The Royal Chef,” at the Garrick, ran 
one month éach; the Odeon Stock company, 
the first stock company which has held on 
here for any length of time in several 
years, opened Dec. 6 and continued until! 
May 1, a period of five months. 

St. Louis emerges from this extraordinary 
season much more of a theatrical city 
than it entered in. It has made great 
strides toward metropolitanism and cos- 
mopolitanism. It is more prominent upon 
the amusement map, Its capacities and 
tastes are more developed. It has become a 
more Giscriminating city with better facil- 
ities for the exploitation of amusements 
and a more generally recognized critical 
body whose office it is to stimulate interest, 
a proper sense of proportion and an ap- 


preciation of merit. 


We -have rid ourselves of a deal of pro- 
vinclaliam. We are not out of the wood, 
but we are moving. We ‘have embraced 
and encouraged a managezial competition 
which is stimulating the drama as a local 
institution, and we are bidding fair to 
deserve and secure something Ifke that 
interest which fs due to the fourth city of 
America. That we have suffered much 
from negiect of late, what with the with- 
drawal of big stars anf the failure of 
some of the notable musical organizations 
to come to us, is not necessarily dis- 
couraging. It was in some measure but 
netural that we should have been so treat- 
ed, for the community was all but sated 
with amusement during the World's Fair, 
and St. Louis has not been anything like 
an ocager theatrical city since the Fair 
closed, a fact which has caused more than 
one manager to keop out of here produc- 
tions which, under normal circumstances, 
would have been sent to us in preference 
to gome other cities which secured them 
when we did not. This is true of Mme. 
Gabridlie’ Rejane, the French comedienne, 
who tovred America without coming to 
St. Louis; also of Mrs. Patrick Campbell, 
the Hingiish actress, whose manager made 
no attempt to secure another booking for 
her in 8t. Louls when she had recovered 
from the injury which necessitated can- 
cellation of her original booking here; it 
it true of both Maude Adams and 

Barrymore, who were so sure of 
harvests in cities where business has been 
better the last three months that their 
managers did not care to have them en- 
counter the certainty of indifferent bust- 
ness in St. Louis. 

Naturally, we disiike this neglect, and 
we ere not wholly in a mood to excuse it; 
but we oan perhaps account for it.

The festival is more 
educational than artistic in respect to 
things histrionic, though there are a nilm- 
ber of very capable players in the troupe. 
Mrs. Crawley, when seen at her best, as 
Fhe will be seen in “‘Everyman"’ today, 
is quite a remarkable pleyer. Her appear- 
ance is pleasing, her voice is musical and 
her reading is really delightful. Mr. Greet’s 
work is rather puzzling. There are times 
when he hae fine comedy moments, but he 
does not sustain them long enough to admit 
of calling him in any respect a fine actor. 
He is less a tragedian than a comedian, his 
Hamlet being a prolonged rant which 
never does become convincing. It is pogsi- 
ble that Mr. Greet does not make any 
great pretensions to acting, offering the 
play as the thing and subserving even the 
players to its“importance, as he has done 
with the scenery and some other modern 
acquirements of the drama. If this be 
true, it confirms one’s belief, upon seeing 
the performancer, that they are an educa- 
tional novelty not so much for the critical

Sympathy iA entirely with Lord Kitch- 
ener. Among high military authorities at 
home it is felt that his. position is a 
wholly intolerable and anomalous one. 

It is also felt very keenly that his res- 
| ignation would be a great calamity to In- 
dia, and that every possible means should 
be taken to avert it. 

A distinguished general now in London 
was interviewed on the subject of Lord 
Kitchener's position. 

‘Tord Kitchener's position,” he _ said, 
‘fs very simple. As commander-in-chief 
he has devised a scheme for the reorganiza- 
tion of the Indian army which has met 
with the enthusiastic approval of every 
military expert. 

“Every commander-in-chief in India of 
late years has had the fact emphatically 
borne in upon him that reorganization its 
absolutely necessary if India is to be re- 
tained fog the empire.

He is quiet, seemingly almost passioniess, 
and not impelled by uny impression to ex- 
Hed remarks or judgments; on the con- 
-tfary, he alows his opinion to develop 
calmly and surely, and then does not 
Withhold it. 

“The first impression he makes is that 
he is proud, but longer and closer obéerva- 
tion reveals that his predominant charac- 
teristic temiperament is reserve. Such na- 
tures ag his preserve heir independence by 
being warm with but a few. . He undowbt- 
ediy should be included among chose per- 
sons we call shrewd, and is an instinctive 
judge of men.

MOSCOW. May 6—The “Russian Ga- 
zetre’’ regards the suppose] aR of Ad- 
miral Rojestvensky as Go seaaeseory. 

“Although,”’ says the Gazette article, 
“Rojestvensky has twe more battleships 
than Togo, other factors neutralize this 
seeming superioruty, even for decisive ac- 
tion; while in lighter forms of naval war- 
fare the advantage is incomparably with 
the Japanese. 

“Supposing the Russian admiral seeks a 
decisive action, the chances may be thus 
estimated: At a six-milje range the Jap- 
anese ships throw 10 tons more metal 
than the Ruesians per hour, with 170,000 
foot pounds greater velocity. 

At five miles the superiority is decidedly 
with the Russians, for they can throw 8 
tons per half hour more than the Japanese, 
with 1,500,000 foot pounds greater velocity. 

‘But at four miles the Japanese ate 
nearly twice as strong as the Russians, 
and at three miles the superiority of the 
enemy is overwhelming. At three. miles 
the Russian ships throw less than half 
the metal of their opponents, and at lees 
than a third of the velocity. 

“As the Rugsian fleet is estimated to be 
two knots slower than the Japanese, the 
choice of range remains wih Admiral 
Togo. Therefore, the only chance for Ad- 
miral Rojestvensky is heavy artillery fire 
at from eight to five miles range, prevent- 
irig Togo from coming nearer and bringing 
bis lighter guns into play. Our hope is not 
in material advantages, but in the skill 
and luck of Rojestvensky., the bravery of 
his crews and the aocurate aim of his 
gunners.”’

WHAT IS A CLUB? 

Before Mr. Cleveland gives his final conclusion on wom- 
en’s clubs as agencies of race suicide, it is to be hoped he 
will give a clearer definition of what he understands a club 
to be.

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FIGHTING FOG BY ELECTRICITY. 

As an illustration of how closely fog and death are relat- 
ed, says A. F. Collins, in Pearson's Magazine, the log of 
sea-harbor disasters in America shows that in 1904 there were 
682 vessels in collision and that 78 lives were lost as a con- 
sequence, the greater portion of these being directly tracea- 
ble to fogs and the inefficiency of the steam whistle as a 
warning medium. On railroads in the United States during 
this year 655 persons were killed through collisions attrib- 
uted to a large extent solely to foggy weather. 

In Egiand, recently, some unusual experiments have been 
made, with a view to providing an apparatus that could be 
placed on shore or on vessels, and by discharging electricity 
into the air cause fogs to melt away as the morning dew 
before a summer's sun. 

Sir Oliver Lodge, principal of the Birmingham Universtiy, 
who is England's foremost electrician and who operated a 
wireless signaling apparatus before Signor Marconi brought 
out his now famous invention, is the man to whom the 
credit is due of having produced the remarkable result of 
“defogging’’ the air. 

In recently made trials by Sir Oliver, he succeeded in dis- 
persing a dense fog over the roof of the University in which 
he has his luboratory, for a space of from five hundred to 
eight hundred feet. This is, of course, not a very great dis- 
tance, but if two vesSeis were equipped with similar ap- 
paratus, when they came within a thousand or a thousand 
five. hundred feet of each other the air between them could 
easly be cleared sufficiently for the pilots to see without 
difficulty. 

The apparatus resembles in some respects the ,sending 
instrument w3ed in wireless telegraphy; but it is to all in- 
tents and purposes a very simple arrangement, comprising a 
dynamo for generating the electric current, a transformer 
for converting the electricity thus obtained into a hgih pres- 
sure and an interrupter for sheoting the high-tensign elec-

GROWTH OF LONG-DISTANCE TROLLEYS. 

The last link im a trolley line from Chicago to C’eveland, 
O., 500 miles long, is about to be built between Kalamazoo 
and Niles. Mich., 70 miles, says the Chicago Journal. This 
continuous line will te one of the longest in latter day 
electric development and, wth its branches, will total 1000 
miles of track. The portions a’ready built are in daily 
operation for local traffic. 

North of Chicago the only gar in cuntinuous electric serv- 
ice between Chicago and Green Bay, Wis., will soon be 
built between Waukegan and Kenosha, Wis. South and 
southwest from Chicago trolley lines are in operation to all 
Fox river points. In a few years there will be continuous 
lines linking the chains of interior towns and cities through- 
out the entire state. 

These electric roads are not now intended for heavy 
through traffic, though in Ohio, for instance, some of them 
are operated in full competition with steam roads. They 
are primarily built to care for local traffic and their main 
present competition with the steam roads is in suburban 
territory. In New England, where towns and villages crowd 
on one another, the electric roads are leading all forms of 
traffic for purely local business. They have the advantage 
of lighter motors and swift and frequent schedules. 

A PERPETUAL MOTION MACHINE. 

It was recently announced that Mr. Richard Strutt, son of 
Lord Rayleigh, had invented a clock that will run for 2000 
years, says Dr. H. 8S. Williams, in Harper's Weekly. The 
invention is based on the fact that radiations from the 
strange new chemical, radium, have power to electrify 
metals with which they come in contact. Two pieces of 
gold leaf joined at one end, and suspended in the presence 
of a small quantity of radium, gradually become electrified, 
and spread apart through mutual repulsion until they touch 
the walls of the receiving vessel, when they discharge the 
electricity and fall back, only to repeat the process again 
and again. Obviously, such a mechanism would continue to 
operate until the material of which it is composed is worn 
out, or until its radium rays are exhausted. According to

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WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY IN THE HOME. 


Every one must admit, says Willlam Waver in the EBlee- 
trical Review, that wireless telegraphy is applicable to the 
starting of music boxes, to fire-ajarm telegraphy, to the 
ringing of doorbells and the other bells.

A MAGNETIC COUPLER. ~ 

A much wider range of application is claimed for a new 
magnetic coupler and accelerator than that possessed by 
the friction clutch. The couplings consist of two cast steel 
rings, one with annular grooves tn which the magnetic coll 
is securely fastened and the other acting as an armature 
or keeper. A cross section of the two members shows the 
well-known form of the horseshoe magnet and its keeper. 
Friction and the eddy currents induced In the armature 
plates by the magnetism of the fleld are the two com- 
ponents in these clutches, the sum of which ts torque. 
The inductive component is a maximum, dropping off as 
speed is attained, thus giving a remarkably smooth 
acceleration, capable of automatic control. In most work 
an electric contact device for control can be thrown directly 
across the line, as it is practically imposssible to produce 
a sudden jerk. The device also gives prompt and absolute 
release regardless of load, cutting out the shaft In rotation, 
and a two-ampere current in the magnetizing coll is suffi- 
cient to control a 100-horsepower unit at ordinary speed. 
The device may likewise be used in connection with gear 
trains to operate machines at different speeds. 


MUSIC ON TAP. 

An invention of an electrical nature for keeping musfe on 
tap and delivering it to order, thus realizing one of Bel 
lamy’s picturesque prophecies, will be exhibited at the 
Lewis and Clark Exhibition this summer. The details of 
the invention are too intricate and technical for description 
here, but the general idea of the Inventor is an electrical 
generator, which will secure the exact number of vibrations 
required to produce each note of the musical seale. The 
machine has a regular keyboard, upon which the operator 
plays. All he has to do is to press a button, which turns 
on the music, and play the proper keys, something after 
the manner of the calliope, only the electrical fluid, instead 
of steam, ia the musical agency. The music ts not confined 
to a single Instrument. By increasing the number of gen- 
erators an orchestral effect may be had. Seventy or eighty 
generators for instance, are equivalent to an orchestra of 
that number.

MADISON, Wis., May 6.—The dread blow 
has fallen, and the waiters and waitresses, 
porters and bootblacks, cab drivers and 
messenger boys and several other classes 
of employes are in mourning. They are no 
longer to enjoy the profitable pleasure of 
the “tip.” What was known as the anti- 
graft bill became a law when Gov. La 
Follette affixed his signature to the meas- 
ure prohibiting employes from requesting 
or accepting any gratuities, aml also pro- 
hibiting everybody from giving or offering 
any gift or tip whatever to any agents, 
gervants or employes. 


Made a Misdemeanor. 

It is really a hard blow dealt by the 
governor's pen, if the general understand- 
ing of the law is correct. While the bill 
wes originally aimed at the practice of 

paying commissions to employes of large 
stores or conporations whose influence went 
@ great way in the purchase of goods, 
it also is contended that it applies to the 
practice of “tipping.” A violation of the 
law is made a misdemeanor, punishable 
by a fine of not less than $10 nor more 
then 9600, or a fine and imprisonment for a 


year. 

The demand for copies of the bill is re- 
markable Dverybody, apparently, wants to 
know the exact provisions of the new 
statute. Presidents of corporations, mer- 
chants and mamufacturers and practically 
all classes of employers are seeking for in- 
formation on the exact meaning of the 
anti-graft law. And not the least interested 
persons are those to whom the “tip’’ means 
the larger part of their income.

TOPEKA, Kan., May 6.—While he has 
not announced his policy In regard to the 
enforcement of the prohibitory law in the 
other counties of the State, Gov. Hoch has 
determined that Hquor shail not be sold 
iliegully in Topeka during his term of 
office. 

‘“The saloons,”” he said, ‘“‘shall not Tun 
in the capital city of Kansas without my 
interference. I do not care whether or 
not my Interference is liked by the loea! 
authorities; the joints shall not operate 
here during my term of office. That is 
settied.”’ 

The Governor's decison is the result of 
an announcement that the new city ad- 
ministration here has agreed upon a **pol- 
icy” for controlling the liquor traffic. It 
is aid the new administration will fine 
the joint: $75 a month each. 

The voters of Topeka apparently favor 
such a policy, as Mayor Davis, who was 
regurded as the ‘wet’ candidate, was 
nominated by a majority of more than 
00 over the “dry” candidate at the recent 
spring election. He was then elected by 
a majority of 700 votes over R. W. Biair, 
who had promised to close the saloons. 

After announcing the course he intended 
pursuing toward the joints of Topeka, 
Gov. Hoch refused to go into details and 
say what plan he will followdin closing the 
places. 

“I don’t care to go into details,” he said. 
“T know my duty and am going to per- 
form it.”

DES MOINDS, Ia. May 6.—Former 
Deputy United States Marshal William A. 
Richards, for twenty years one of the best 
known officers in Iowa, who, in his long 
career, has arrested and conveyed to 
various penitentiaries more than 3000 con- 
victed prisoners. this week escorted him- 
self, uraccompanied, from Des Moines to 
the Iowa penitentiary at Fort Madison and 
bewan the service of an 18-yedr sentence 
for highway robbery. 

“No man living will ever take me to 
prison in frons,’’ declared “Bill’’ Richards, 
as he is familiarly known when the jury 
hed returned a verdict of guilty against 
him and the judge had sentenced him to a 
lone term of vears. 

For months, it has been believed that by 
his statement, Richards meant to threaten 
and intimidate any officer who might at- 
tempt to take him to the penitentiary 
where Richards himself had taken 80 many 
prisoners, iron and shackled. This week, 
Richards disclosed what he meant. With 
his last vestige of hope swept away by the 
unfavorable action of the highest court and 
with the knowledge that within a few hours 
@ warrant for his arrest and handcuffs for 
shackling would be in the hands of a 
brother officer who must perform his duty, 
“Bul’ stepped wpon a passenger train, 
waved ‘a last farewell, called out cheerily: 
“Don’t forget to ask for me, boys, when- 
ever you're in town" and for the thous- 
andth time, began the journey to the pen- 
itentiary, this time his own prisoner. 

It is said the criminal annals of Ameri- 
ca have no other case the equal of that in 
which “Bfll’’ Richards figures. 

Hionored by federal appointments, with 
some of the boidest and cleverest cap- 
tures in the history of the Secret Service 
Department to his credit, known and re- 
spected by judges, United States senators 
and governors, Richards, in his old age, 
has been convicted of torturing an old 
friend and robbing him of the paltry sum 
of $2000. Paltry, because Richards a dozen 
times has been offered—and has spurned— 
bribes much greaiter than this if he would 
but refuse to answer certaip. questions 
when his testimony has been all that stood 
between the prisoner's dock and the 
felon’s cell. 

Richards has the record of being the 
only peace officer in America to capture, 
ynalded, three desperate green-goods men, 
in thelr own lair, with their counterfeit 
goods in their possession and the evidence 
complete for their conviction.

Richards went to Chicago to close the 
deal, accompanied by Marshal Gray, who 
was dressed as a plantation owner.

I wore a coliariess, speckled 
shirt, a pair of light trousers, much too 
short, a rubber overcoat or mackintosh 
and a siouch hat.”’

of the Russians, up to the last moment, 
while his own shipe are still far below the 
northern horizon. 


Rojestvensky’s Probable Plan. 


Rojestvinaky, on the other hand, impa- 
tient to revive and perpetuate the noble 
traditions of his service, will probably 
seek his adversary in a dgashing forward 
movement, his swift scouts thrown out 
ahead to give him warning by wireless of 
any suspicious craft or the slightest amear 
of emoke on the sky. Rojestvensky dowbt- 
lems ig eager to come to close action as 
soon as possible, for his 18,000 men have

Old Cruisers Rebuilt. 

The Osliaba wes launched [!n 1898 She 
is 12,674 tons and has a crow of 732 men.

The GSissoi Veliky, of 800 tons, was 
launched itn 186% Her armament consists 
of four 12-inch, six 6-inch and 3% rapid 
firers. Her six torpedo tubes are all 
above water. Her armor belt of sixteen 
inches of steel covers only her vitals, the 
forward turret is twelve inches and the 
after turret ten inches thick. Her weak 
point is that she is open to common shell 
attack at nearly all ranges outside the 
armor area amidships. 

The Navarin, the oldest vessel of the 
battleship squadron, wes launched im 1891 
She is 10,000 tons and carries a crew of 
about 700 men. Her battery consists of 
four 12-inch guns of 36 caliber; eight 6- 
inch gums of 4 caliber, and thirty rapid- 
flrers. x torpedo tubes are above water. 
She is said to be @ small copy of the 
British ship Trafalgar, but it is not re 
garded as a good steamer. Like ‘he 
Veliky, she has a partial belt of sixteen 
inches, and her ends are entirely unpro- 
tected. 

Neither of the amored cruisers is of the 
latest type. The Admiral Nakhimoff was 
launched in 188%. She is 8000 tons and 
has a crew of 57 mem She was rebuilt 
in 1899. Her armament is composed of 
eight 6-inch and ten 4.7-inch guns; her 
armor is a belt of soft steel, 10 inches 
thick, which is only partial. The Dimitri 
Donskoi, rebuilt in 18%, is less than 6000 
tons, armed with six 6-inch guns and 
ten 4.7-inch guns. She carries four over- 
water tubes, and is only partially protected 
by compound armor. 

The two protected cruisers of the first 
Class are new, and of about the same ton- 
nage as our Olympia. The Aurora's bat- 
tery consists of eight 6-inch guns and that 
of the Oleg of twelve 6!Inch; they have a 
speed of from 2% to 2% knots. The second 
class cruisers range from 2000 to 4000 tons, 
carry 6inch and 4.7 guns, and have a sea 
apeed of % knots. 

The above thirteen ships constitute Ro- 
jestvensky’s effective force, and while ft is 
a powerful fighting line, it !s made up of 
too many different types to be easily 
manuvered. <As already stated, it is ac- 
companied by twelve destroyers and a fleet 
of auxiliaries. The latter includes the Orel, 


a fine hospital ship, which was fitted out 
at Toulon, and is equipped with every mod- 
ern appliance to care for 460 wounded men 
and 8% wounded officers. The operating 
room is on the bridge deck, and she haa 
besides the usual hospital: fittings, a dis- 
secting room and isolating wards. Four 
cows will be carried to supply milk. 


The personnel of the Russian navy is 
well known to the majority of Americans, 
and the warm friendship which exists be- 
tween Rumsia and American naval officers 
is proverbial. Admiral Rojestvensky, the 
man chosen by the Czar to lead this 
extracrdinary expedition-to the far East, 
is a marked man in his own oountry, and 
has held many important commands and 
positions of trust. At one time he was 
the navel attache of the Russian Embassy 
in London. The high standing of the rank 
and file of the Russian navy needs no 
mention here; they possess those very 
atalities which so distinguished Togo's 
sailors at Port Arthar, and which are ab- 
polutely essential to the efficiency of any 
‘fleet tn being’’—dash, impetuosity and 
skill—a ¢rinity of virtues without which 
the crews of the most modern man-of- 
war is as useless for war purposes as the 
Geckhands of a canai boat. 

At the beginning of the war the Japanese 
effective sea force waa composed of six 
first-class battleships, one second-class bat- 
tleship—the Chin Yen; captured from the 
Chinese; eight modern armored cruisers, 
sixteen other cruisers,,and nineteen de- 
stroyers. From Admiral Togo's dispatch 
after the fali of Port Arthur it was learned 
that the Japanese had lost one battleship, 
one coast defense ship, three protected 
cruisers and one gunboat, so it is probable 
that the fleet which is intended to meet Yhe 
Russians will be practically as it was at 
the beginning of the war, with the excep- 
tion of the Hatsuse and possibly the Yashi- 
ma, which was sunk by a mine and may 
or may not have been repaired. Therefore, 
numerically, the Russians are somewhat 
atronger, but it must be remembered that 
their fieet is not so homegeneous as that 
of the Japanese. We then conclude that 
in the coming fight Togo will have at his 
disposal five (omitting the doubtful Hat- 
suese and Yashima) battleships, namely: 
The Asaka and Mikasa of 15,200 tons: the 
Phikishim{ of 14,850 tons; the Fuji of 12,320 
tons, and the Chin Yen, of 7400. each aar. 
rying four 12-inch guns and «@ total of 68 
6-inch. The first four are heavily armored 
with Krupp steel and Harvey nickel, and 
have a sea epeed of 18 knots. His armored

Armor Is About Equal. 


In armor defense the two fleets will prob- 
ably average evenly, although the Japa- 
nege ships, as a rule, have the partial 
armor, while the Russian ships are for the 
most part protected by the all-around belt. 
The torpedo battery is about the same 
also in both fleets, but in the matter of 
guns there is a wider divergence. The 
Obuchoff 12-inch guns have an initia] ve- 
locity of 2600 feet per second, and can pene- 
trate 15% inches of steel at 3000 yards, 
while the 12-inch Canet of the Jaipanese has 
a veloalty of 2800 feet por second and a 
penetration of 18% Inches of steel at the 
same. distance. The Obuchoff 8inch gun 
is slightly superior in power to the Els- 
wick 8-inch, but the Biswick and Vickers 
6-inch of the Japanese have a higher ve- 
locity than the Obuchoff, and consequently 
greater power of penetration. This differ- 
ence in the 6-inch guns, however, is not 
material. 

Of the Japanese battleships and their 
equipments Rear Admiral Fitzgeraid says: 
“Their speeds are all at least 18 knots, and 
they are armed with the most powerful 
modern guns, and considerable areas of 
their sides are protected by the latest and 
most up-to-date face-hardened armor.” Of 
the armored cruisers, Tokiwa, Asama. 
Idzumo and Iwate, of 9378 tons, 27% knota, 
and carrying four 8-inch, fourteen 6-inch 
and twelve 12-pounders, he says: “Her 
(Japan's) statesmen are not under the de- 
lusion that second-class cruisers will be 
sufficient to meet the growing need of their 
rapidly expanding empire.” These are 
Eiewick ships, and constitute a squadron 
of extremely powerful vessels * * « ft 
to “Me in the line and take their place 
among the battleships."’ 

Admiral Togo has had more experience tn 
modern naval warfare than any other liv- 
ing man, and well has he overcome his 
many difficulties and met his great respon-

Lessons to Be Learned. 


The battle will probably be the last great | 
fight of the war on the sea and will be} 
fraught with many lessons to the student 
of naval history and navai technique. Un- 
doubtedly it will w fought with desperation 
on both sides. We imagine that before 
the actual life-and-death struggle begins 
with the heavy guns thére will be mine 
fields to cross, and so. far the mine has 
proved a more deadiv foe than the gun, 
ram or torpedo. Both sides may, under 
cover of darkness and storm, attempt tor- 
pedo-boat atacks, and the game o f hide- 
and-seek will be played to the limit by the 
scouts. But the desperate and severe part 
of the affair will come when the fighting 
lines sight each other. The lines will be

SBARCY, Ark., May 6.—This community 
is dumfounded by a report in Jonesboro 
that Dr. R. G. Lightle, over whose sup- 
posed body funeral services have been held 
twice, is alive and has been seen in the 
flesh in California. 

This case has had so many. startling 
phases that no development is regarded by 
the people }.ere as impossible, but it may 
be gaid now that not mutch credence is 
placed in the present report. 

Admitting that it ts true, all that he 
would gain would be possible exemption 
from prosecution for the charges of con- 
spiracy to defraud brought by the insur- 
ance company for which he is under indict- 
ment at Searcy, the Lightle family home. 

Dr. Lightle first sprang into almost na- 
tional notoriety when the news was sent 
broadcast last December that a charred 
body, which had been buried in the Searcy 
cemetery the previous May as that of Dr. 
Lightle, was not his, but that of Ed Pitts, 
a Searcy man who had’ died a month be- 
fore. This was after the insurance com- 
panies had paid over to the widow $20,000 
for policies carried on his life. 

Detectives were put on the case by the 
insurance companies and Dr. Lightle was 
located in Georgia. -Officers were after 
him, but he was informed of their move- 
ments and the day they reached the point 
where he had been residing under an- 
other namé, Dr. Lightle alighted from the

The air of mystery that accompanied this 
statement roused my curiosity and I has- 
tened to encourage further conversation of 
the subject. 

“Raffles,” continued the Sporting Editor, 

“was a gentleman crook, as we all know. 
He lifted diamonfis and other valuables, 
sometimes when he needed the funds, and 
more often merely to satisfy the fascina- 
tion that clever thefts had for him. 

“Raffles also was. a famous cricket play- 
er. though this should not be charged too 
heavily against him, especially since he 
was a good player.

“Recall how cleverly Raffles took the 
opposing wickets? How he baffied the 
batting efforts of his opponents by his 
deceptive delivery? It was his ‘dropping 
head-ball’ that did such execution that aft- 
ernoon. That ball, I say, was tbe spitball 
in its inceptive stage. 

“We are told that Raffles exercised a 
perfect command of pitch and break, and 
that as a stow bowler he was unexcelied. 
Tt was the mysterious dropping head-ball, 
however, that made him almost invincible 
On the bowling mound. 

“While the secret of Raffies’ famous de- 
livery was known only to himself, it t 
am even-money bet that it was a form of 
the present-day spithball. 

“And say,’ continued the sporting ed- 
ftor, suddenly struck by a new thought, 
“I guess Raffies wouldn't draw a salary if 
he were to join the pitching staff of some 
baseball clubs I knw. He could fill out 
his own contract and drew advance money 
in bales. 

“But Raffles was a.thief, and while he 
would have pitehed honest ball just as 
he played honest cricket, the temptation 
to go out between innings and retieve the 
box office of the gate receipts would have 
Pprmved too strong to resist. The club he 
Played with would soon have been bank- 
Tupt. 

“Raffles was also something of an ama- 
teur boxer,’’ concluded the sporting editor, 
“thought he gained little notoriety or 
fame on that account. ‘Fixed bouts’ and 
‘frame-ups’ were, I believe, unknown et 
that time. 

“Raffies, though, entered athletics and 
Sports only as a side issue. His prowess 
and enthusiasm on the cricket field en- 
abled him to mix with society, and also 
served as a shield behind which to hide his 
amateur thieving.

WIASHINGTON, May «.—Current discus- 
sion of the relative forces of the Japanese 
and Russian fleets now supposed to be 
converging for the purpose of a decisive 
engagement revives interest in an author- 
ized official statement made public by the 
Navy department in January last. 

This was prepared by one of the ablesit 
officerg in the service, and when given to 
the press was understood as carrying the 
sanction of the leading naval experts and 
the entire approval of Secretary Morton. 
It is especially interesting now since it dis- 
poses of one naval arm to which civilian 
commentators seem to be attaching far too 
much importance. I refer to the tompedo 
boat. The paper in question, after a care- 
ful ana minute analysis of all the losses 
on both sides, resolved itself into an as- 
sertion that only én one instance had either 
&@ gwuesian or a Japanese battleship been 
seriously injured by a torpedo and showed 
that even in that solitary case the victim 
had been a helpless target for fourteen 
consecutive days, incapable of motion or 
resistance, practically disarmed, and hem- 
med in constantly by Togo’s battleships. 


Failure of the Torpedo Boat. 

This is the statement of the case: 

“But the fact remains that not a Russian 
has been sunk by a torpedo until just re- 
cently, when the Sevastopol succumbed to 
the incessant attacks. it being ‘contained’ 
by the Japan®ee battle fleet and compelled 
to lie helplessly anchored outside of the 
harbor, entirely exposed, and with many of 
its guns landed to aid in the shore defenses, 

“The circumstances were, indeed, pecul- 

far. The fleet in Port Arthur had been de- 
stroyed by gun fire, the Japanese having 
occupied a hill which allowed them to de- 
liver a direct fire on it with siege and naval 
guns. The Sevastopol was moved to the 
outer roadstead, and, hemmed in by Togo’s 
battleships, anchored under the Tiger's tail 
forts, protecting itself by a boom defense 
and nets of other vessels lost. This de 
fense withstood: continuous night attacks 
by Japanese dostroyers and torpedo boats 
for ten Gays, when it was finally struck by 
three torpedoes, and is now beached on the 
rocks under Golden Hill forts. 
“Tt was a stationary target day and night 
for two weeks, and it is not known how 
many attacks were delivered against it, but 
@ probably low estimate of the number of 
torpedoes fired would be 10. The Japanese 
wuffered severely in the attacks and lost 
two destroyers and some of the smaller tor- 
pedo boats.”’ 


Fail Even in Surprise Attack. 


ven on the occasion of the surprise at- 
tack on the Russian fleet during the night 
of Feb. 9, 194, when the vessels were 
lying at anchor and huddled together in 
the outer roadstead of Port Arthur—an 
ideal target for torpedoes—the remult was 
Uimited to a temporary disabling of three 
warships. 

The Russians were not expecting at- 
tack—war was declared by Japan next day 
—they were powerless, unable to offer the 
slighitest resistance; the Japanese torpedo 
boats employed a ruse which enabied them 
to choose their position at leisure and in 
perfoot safety; yet, although at least 24 
torpedoes were launched at close range in 
@ smooth sea and under all the conditions 
of easy target practice, only three of the 
missiles took effect and these inflicted 
nothing in the nature of fatal mjury. 

Of course, as soon as the Russians got 
their guns into action the Japanese flo- 
tilla withdrew. As we all know, the Rus- 
sian vessels were repaired in course of 
time, but the engagement was momentous 
in that it gave the Japanese the opopor- 
tunity of securing command of the sea— 
an advantage which they followed up with 
astonishing address ami have retained 
ever since. 

So much for the torpedo up to date. It 
has been shown to be important against 
warships of any class in daylight and in 
motion. When the Variag came out of 
Chemmulpo to be destroyed, it waa the 
Japanese battleship which achieved the 
consummation. The giant cruisers Rurik,

fleet were disabled—the Rurik permanent- 
ly and completely—by Kamimura’s gun 
fire, and not by the torpedo boats, 


Cruisers Not Yet Placed. 

The inevitable inference from this 
grouping and analysis of actual events is 
that the approaching combat will be de- 
cided by bdattieships, and that torpedoes 
will cut no figure whatsoever. Bven in 
the case of cruisers, armored, protected, or 
otherwise, it seems s&.e to assume that 
their function will be or light importance 
unt the issue shall have been decided. 
They will then be valuable in completing 
the work of the vicior. It is true they 
have not been definitely ‘‘placed’’ in this 
war, for the official document thus dis- 
poses of them: 

“To the chagrin of students of the game 


of naval warfare this war has afforded no 
field for tho discussion of cruisers. The 
[armored cruisers of the two fleets have 
simply been mutually pitted one against 
the other. ‘Protected’ cruisers, whose sole 
Sphere in military operations has of late 
sears been admitted to be restricted to ex- 
tended sea scouting, have been barred 
from that eérvice by the localized charac- 
ter of the operations, the smalier craft, 
with their Wireless telegraph systems, be- 
ing on constant sentry duty off Port Ar- 
thur and notifying Admiral Togo of any 
intended surtle. 

“Vessels-of all types were present in 
both fleet actions, but the attention of 
both sides appears to have been devoted 
exclusively to crippling each other’s bat- 
tleshins. Nor have there bean any indi- 
vidual actions between unarmoreg ships 
other than the destruction of the gallant 
little Novik by ‘the Chitose and Tsushima. 
The Variag, upon issuing from Chemulpo, 
was, of course, immediately crushed by 
the overwhelming force confronting it. 
The other Russian cruisers were of occa- 
sional assistance in driving off the ene- 
my'’s torpedo boats or rescuing thelr own, 
but rarely has the name of any such vessel 
caused occasion for mention in elther offi- 
clal or press reports.”’ 


Effectiveness of Land Batteries. 
It may be said that Dewey smashed the 
Spanish fleet, together with the forts in 


years ago, though he didn’t have a bat- 
tleship to his nmeame That is indisputa- 
ble. Furthermore, if there be one propo- 
sition in modern naval warfare upon 
which all competent oritics agree it ts 
that even the most powerful of battle 
ships counts for little against a thorough- 
ly equipped land battery. 

In the course of our operations in Cuban 
waters Admiral Sampson was careful to 
keep at a respectful distance from the 
Spanish defenses. The record shows that 
our battleships never went within range 
of the Havana batteries, or even those of 
the decrepit Moro at Santiago: All of 
which, no doubt, was wise and wholly 
sciemific. 


Tt will not do, however, to base any gen- 
erad theories upon what Dewey did in the 
Philippines. He is, as the French say, 
hors de concours—like Nelson and John 
Paul Jones. The facts as they are now 
presented to us justify the conclusion that 
Togo and Rojestvensky will settle their aif- 
ferences with battleships; that the torpedo 
boat does not count at all: that the cruiser 
is an unknown quantity which nefther com 
mander wil] exploit at serious risk. 


It seems that the Russians have a strong- 
er armament, estimated by this standard. 
It is generally conceded that the Japa- 
nese have a notable advantage in the mat- 
ter of personnel. Certainly they have ex- 
hfbited the most brilliant qualities thus 
far, and, as their adversaries have been 
distinguished by nothing but misfortune 
and futility, it is only reasonable to sup- 
pose that Togo is at least on equal terms 
with Rojestvensky so far as concerns ma- 
terfal efficiency.

STILL UNSETTLED 


Local Stocks Are Neglected Owing 
to the Declining Market 
on Wall Street. 


PRICES GENERALLY FIRM 


Tractions, Bank Stocks and Mis- 
cellaneous Issues Show Little 
Change on the Call.

Bull speculation, both local-v and in the

Such is invariably the effect on speculative 
sentiment once a severe decline in the stock

But in a decline in stock values running 
as high in some securities as $18 and $20 per 
Share in three weeks’ time, and in the face 
of no adverse developments in the general 
conditions of the country, the qu on 
naturally arises if the decline has not been 
at least temporarily overdone, and any bad 
feature in the market situation fully dis- 
counted.

Rarely, if ever, on Wall street does a hig 
bull market, as long as underlying con- 
ditions remain favorable, turn suddenly 
into a bear speculation of equal propor- 
tions. Speculative excesses such as have 
recently prevailed may carry prices to a 
level where drastic liquidation must be bd 
cipdtated to eliminate the “get-rich- ulek™ 
pouils of Wall street. And this liquidation 
f precipitated quickly as in the past few 
weeks will naturally, from the >t that 
much weakly held stock must be sold at 
any price, force many securities well be 
low their intrinsic value and keep them 
there until the unsettled credits precipitated 
by the decline and the depreciation in val- 
ues ust themselves to the new order 
path ngs; then stocks of merit must re-

That s is the condition that prevails

BELLEFONTE, Pa., May 6.--W. W. 
Curtin of Philadelphia, a son of Andrew G.

Movement on Foot to Form “Alle- 
gheny” From Western Key- 
stone-Territory. 


DISCRIMINATION ~ALLEGED 


Those Around Pittsburg Say That 
Eastern Portion of Common- 
wealth Gets the Plums. 


Special to the Post-Diapatch. 

PITTSBURG, May €.—The proposal 
divide Pennsylvania at the mountains and 
make a new state out of the western end 
to be called “The State of Allegheny,” has 
stirred up interesting discussion and seems 
to have awakened a widespread interest 
among business and professional men. 
Expressions have been received from A 
number of the leading men in the city 
favorable and unfavorable to the scheme, 
and the. newspapers in the western coun- 
ties are taking the matter up in editorial 
discussion. So far the prevailing opinion 
is that while the separation of the western 
from the eastern end as outlined would 
be very desirable, the time is not yet pro- 
pitious for it to be undertaken. “Let us 
get the hump removed first,’’ said a lead- 
ing capitalist and business man. “Then 
We could well afford to take up and con- 
sider the excellent proposition to form 
a new state out of the western end of 
Pennsylvania. I think that the western 
end of the state is continuously and malt 
clously discriminated against by the Leg- 
islature upon every tmportant public ques- 
tion, from granting moneys for rivers and 
harbor improvements to making gifts to 
hospitals,. schools and other beneficial in- 
stitutions.”’ 

Another prominent citizen who has given 
the matter much thought expresses himself 
as follows: : 

West Virginia Included. 

“One thing I would like to see advocated 
and discussed is the advisability of taking 
in the panhandle of West Virginia when 
the new state is formed. The strip of 
territory between our western state line 
and the Ohio river belongs to us geograph- 
loally, as- well as industrially and commer- 
clally, and its addition to the proposed 
new state would give Little Washington 
a great opportunity to be considered as the 
place in. which to locate the capital of the 
new state. 

“Another suggestion which I would make 
is that the Lake Erie ship canal be made 
a reality at the same time that the new 
state of Allegheny is created. This would 

ive us an outlet for our trade from the 
akes to the sea, and when the Panama 
canal is done we could load sea-going 
barges in. Pittsburg and ship them to any 
part of the globe without unloading them. 
Let us hope that future generations will 
see this dream realized—a new state in 
the western part of Pennsylvania, a Great- 
er Pittsburg of more than a million popu- 
lation, a lake canal and a deep river chan- 
nel from Pittsburg to the sea.’’

ARE LOOKING WELL 


— Nene to Wipe Out Trov- 
blesome Debts With Bumper 
Harvest Year. 


BUY TOO MUCH ' LAND 


Money ‘to Make Payments on 
Farms Causes Canadian Banks 
to Tighten Financial Lines. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WINNIPEG, May 6.—The most encourag- 


ing feature at present in the financial out- 
iook in the Northwest is that the seeding 
has been nearly completed under ideal con- 
ditions, for a good crop this year is es- 
sential to the continued prosperity of the 
country, while several experienced finan- 
cial men well acquainted with local condi- 
tons contend that nothing less can avert a 
serious economic crisis. 

The fact of the mmtter is that money is 
extraordinarily tight and hard to get on 
almost any conditions, the majority of 
banks and financial institutions refusing 
to make money loans except on absoluteiy 
gilt-edged securities. This serious condi- 
tion of affairs is due to the extreme diffi- 
culty experienced in making collections, 
iiself directly traceable to land-hunger, 
which has manifested itself so remarkably 
among all classes of the community since 
the bumper crops of 1901-2 established the 
potential wealth of prairie wheat fields. 


Bought Land Heavily. 


Farmers throughout the Northwest, en- 
couraged by visible signs of prosperity, 
have generally fettered their immediaie 
future by assuming big obligations in the 
way of new lands, expecting thereby to 
get rich quick. Payments on these lands 
have to be met semehow, and, as the 
crops of 1903-4 did not come up to exagger- 
ated expectations, storekeepers are feeling 
the pinch, and the same condition is re- 
flected through every branch of industrial 
development. 

Canada is so generally prosperous that 
there has been difficutly in deflecting a 
sufficient amount of floating capital to 
meet ‘the necessities of the Northwest, and 
money is accordingly stringent. However, 
a big wave of immigration is already in 


progress, which will tend to ameliorate 
this to a certain extent by improving cash 
circulatioin. But this land-hunger, which 
has found its complement in Winnipeg in 
the real estate boom, constitutes something 
of a menace to steady development, and 
may cause temporary inconvenience. 

The prosperity of the country is founded 
on solid rock, and cannot materially be 
shaken, but a general harvest failure this 
year would certainly result in a setback 
and in an unsettling of the land market. 
But a good harvest, such as may now be 
confidently expected, will restore financial 
stability and farmers will come out all 
the better for the sharp lesson as to the 
folly of biting off more than they can 
swallow.

IS SEVENTEEN YEARS OLD 


Real Young Players in Profession- 
al Have Been Practically Un- 
known in Late Years. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 6.—The Philadel- 
phia Athletics have the unique distinction 
of having brought out this year the young- 
est baseball player in the profession and 
notwithstanding his swaddling clothes he 


is delivering the goods. 

The young man who is just now creat- 
ing a furore among those staid and ultra- 
conservative Quakers is Johnny Knight, a 
lad of 17 summers.

BY LIOUOR TRAFFIC

Missionaries Declare the Recent Decision of the United 
States Supreme Court Is a Long Step Backward. 


Special to the Dost-Dispatch. 

SIOUX FALLS, 8. D., May 6,—Mis- 
Sionaries who have devoted their lives to 
work among the Indians of South Dakota 
and other States declare it is impossible 
to exaggerate the extent of the demoraliza- 
tion among Indians resulting from the re- 
cent decision of the United States Supreme 
Court that it is no violation of the Féderal 
statutes to sell Nquor to an Indian who has 
taken his allotment of land. 

For many years the Government officials 
of South Dakota and other States which 
have large Indian populations have waged 
‘uneeasing warfare against unscrupulous 
whites who have made a practice of selling 
liquor to Indians, and many have been con- 
victed in the Federal courts and sentenced 
to terms in prison. 

Those familiar with the Indfan character 
declare that drunkenness will now utterly 
demoralize the Indtans, and that as a result 
of the Indians who have taken allotments 
being able to secure all the liquor they de- 

Ssire, serious crimes, such as murders and 
. murderous assaults, show a rapid increase 
among the Indian population. 


The worst feature is that gangs of drunk- 
en Indians in passing to and from their 
homes an allotments, which are scattered 
through the ceded portion of the Rosebud 
Indian reservation, make life miserable for 
the white settlers who have established 
homes on their newly acquired possessions. 

Liquor selling ‘‘joints’’ situated at points 
remote from towns, but adjacent to the 
Indian reservations, now thrive because of 
the declaration tbat it is no violation of the 
Federal statutes to sell Hquor to Indians 
vrho have taken their allotments. 

Another feature is the burden in the way 
of additional taxation imposed upon the 
residents of the thinly-settled counties near 
the reservations in which large numbers of 
Indians have been given their allotments. 

The decision makes a radical departure 
from the conditions which have existed for 
the last twenty years or more.

GUTHRIE, O. T., May 6.—The ranch of 


Miller Bros., near Bliss, O. T., now contains 
the largest herd of buffaloes in the world, 
the recent arrival of 32 from Montana com- 
prising one-tenth of the bisons in .the en- 
tire world. The recent acquisition cost 
Miller Bros. $10,000 besides a great amount 
of trouble in:« securing and shipping the 
animals. 

Six of the animals will be slaughtered 
June 11 to feed guests of the Millers during 
the big buffalo hunt on the “101” ranch. 
The remaining animals will be carefully 
eared for, will bo given full run of about 
97.000 acres of range at the ranch and will 
be allowed to multiply. 

“Tt took 25 men five days to cut out the 2 
head I purchased,’ said George Miller, 
“and then it took us just three days to 
load the two cars. The biggest bull I had 
ran into the shoot, on into the freight car 
—and yes, on through the side of the car 
as though he had not seen it at all. He 
escaped to the range. Of course I did not 
have to pay for the animal, but I hated 
to lose him, as he was the finest. specimen

Joseph Miller says that the buffalo hunt 
to be given at the ranch June ii, will cost 
him and his brothers about $20,000.

Law wes elected a jusiice of the peace 
for Brazil Township in November, 1898, and 
performed his first marriage ceremony Jan. 


solemnized Wednesiiay evening, April 19. 

In commemorniion of his remarkable 
record in assisting lovesick swains and 
their admiring maidens to emibark hand in 
hand, upon their voyage over the matri- 
monial sea, Justice Law has just given an 
elaborate banquet to 30 of his friends, 
many of whom being his matrimonial 
clients. 

Squire Law became popular among 
couples contemplating marriage, from the 
very beginning of his official career as 4 
justice of the peace. His services were in 
constant demand from the time that he 
united {n marriage his first couple little 
more than six years ago. 

His greputation or tieing the knot hard, 
and for aplying the legal cement properly 
extended throughout the entire southern 
part of the Hoosier state.

AID RUDOLPE

Sheriff Gehlert and Pinkerton 
Supt. Laughlin Watching Two 
Mysterious Strangers Who Ap- 
peared at Union, Mo., Yesterday 


‘By a Staff Correspondent of the Post-Dispateh. 
UNION, Mo., May 6.—Every move of two 
mysterious strangers, whom Sheriff Geh- 
iert and the Pinkerton representatives here 
believe to be ‘‘yeggmen’’ who are here to 
devise a plan to afd ‘‘Bill’’ Rudolph to eés- 
cape from the Union jail, is being watched. 
The men appeared in Union shortly. after 
noon Saturday, and for more than three 
hours they loitered around the jail, care- 
fully noting the scaffold and enclosure 
where Rudolph is to be hanged Monday, 
making many attempts to see the prisoner 
and absorbing so much information that 
their actions finally arotsed the suspicions 
of A. W. Hoffman, the cashier of the bank 
which Rudolph and Collins looted in De 
cember, 1902. 

One man is more than six feet tall and is 
powerfully built. He has short, sandy hair. 
stubby red moustache and fearless blue 
eyes. 

He wears mew blue overalis over a suit 
of black clothes, a black shirt with high 
turndown collar and a wide brimmed siouch 
Pat. On his arm he carried a corduroy 
coat. 

With this man was a one-legged man and 
the two were inseparable. 


Officials Become Suspicious. 

Mr. Hoffman noted the peculiar actions 
of the strangers and ascertained that no 
one in Union knew them. 

He listened to the talk of the strangers 
as they conversed with the guards. He 
determined to have the detectives investi- 
gate. 

Assistant Superintendent Laughlin of the 
St. Louis Pinkerton agency, who was per- 
sonally guarding Rudolph, was called into 
consultation. 

He observed the men and was even more 
suspicious than was Hoffman. 

laugblin said the men were in appear- 
ance typical yeggmen, and he suspected 
that they were on a reconnottering tour 
to see if a jail delivery was practicable. 
Rudolph passed a quiet day in his cell 
today. He had but two visitors. One was 
his mother. who passed nearly half an 
hour in private conversation with her con- 
demned son. - 

Sheriff Gehlert notified thei before the 
conversation began that it was to be the 
last. 

The guards withdrew and the last talk 
between mother and son was e@acred. 

Another visitor was Rev. W. F. Vander- 
lippe, pastor of the Presbyterian Church of 
I’nion. This conversation lasted nearly half 
an hour. 

Late in the afternoon a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter was admited to Rudolph's cell. The 
prisoner was cheerful and expressed the 
hope that Gov. Folk would commute his 


sentence. 


Rudolph’s Attorney Repulsed. 


Attorney J. A. Finch, Rudolph’s counsel, 
was denied consultation with his client. 
Mr. Finch appealed by long distance tele- 
phone to Gov. Folk, asking that the sherifr 
be commanded to admit him to consult in 
private with Rudolph. 

There is a strong feeling In Union against 
Rudolph, and this feeling even extends to 
hie counsel. Early tonight there were 
rumors that if Finch did not cease his ef- 
forts for Rudolph he would be roughly 
dealt with. 

Prominent citizene said they were seeking 
to avert any such action, but Mr. Fineh

CRIMINAL’S APPEARANCE 
REVIVES A FAMOUS CASE. 


Much-Sought Man the One Who 
Received $25,000 Ransom 
From Millionaire Packer—Is 
Known as a Desperate Man.

OMAHA, Neb., May 6.—The hottest man 
hunt ever known in Eastern, Nebraska is 
going om today, with every policeman, de- 
tective and deputy sheriff in Omaha, South 
Omaha and Council Bluffs as the hunters, 
and Pat Crowe, the famous kidnaper of 
Eddie Cudahy, son of the millionaire pack- 
er, as the hunted. 

It is krown that Crowe never goes with- 
out his pistols and that he is ready to use 
them at a moment's notice. Now that 
the police have refused his offer to sur- 
render and live an upright life in the fu- 
ture, Crowe is thought to be particularly 


angry. 
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He stated last night that he was des- 


perate and would as soon be dead as [to 
be forced to live in the future as he has 
lived in the past, and it is belleved that 
he will fight to the death, once he is sight- 
ed. On the other hand, the police depart- 
ment, for years the butt of ridicule for 
the many failures to capture Crowe, is 
now on its mettie and has redoubled its 
efforts to capture him. 

‘All trains are being watched and 
Missouri river bottoms are being searched. 
Every known friend of Crowe is being 
watched and the island in the Missouri 
gouth of South Omaha, which was once 
Crowe's rendezvous, has been searched. 

Crowe's reckless expedition into the 
heart of the city last night, when he went 
to a local newspaper office and gave out 
an interview, pleading with the public to 
permit him to come back to Omaha and 

* live a respectable life as a saloon keeper, 
has again attracted the attention, to the 

‘famous criminal that centered about him 
at the time of the famous kidnaping case, 
five years ago. 

Crowe asked the newspaper to tell the 
public that he had been hunted and hound- 
ed until he was sick and tired of life, and 
that he wanted to come home again. He 
also said he was willing to plead guilty ‘to 
the kidnaping charge, provided he was 
gentenced and immediately paroled, but

STILL AHEAD FOR

After Inquest, Examination by 
Unofficial Experts and Another 
by Mine Inspectors Zeigler Hor- 
ror to Be Probed Again.

GOVERNOR AND GRANDJURY 
BOTH TAKE UP THE WORK. 


Illinois Executive Orders Special 
Investigation, and County Tri- 
bual Proposes to Sift Conflicting 
Tales—Leiter Here. 


Joseph Leiter, who inherited the town of 
Ziegler, in Franklin County, IIL, with 
mining rights under 70,000 acres and the 
fee to much lard, is at the Planters. He 
came to St. Louis last night for a confer- 
ence with lawyers and others interested in 
the coal business. 

Wr. Leiter is a much harassed man, al- 
though he does not look the part. He is 6 
feet and an incli or two above the earth; 
he carries his 200 pounds with the swing of 
a college fullback. He is quietly genial and 
snokes a briar pipe with the calm serenity 
a freshman who has only recently ac- 
quired the habét. 

lLubor troubles have made Mr. Leiter's 
inheritance a profitiess investment. 

He faces now a loss of $250,000 on account 
of 50 men killed April 3 In his mine at 
Ziegler by the most mysterious accident 
that ever occurred in a mine. 

He faces a special investigation ordered 
by Gov. Deneen of Illinois into this dis- 
aster and a grand jury investigation which 
may result in indictments of trusted sub- 


of 


ordinates. 


Father Bought Property. 


Levi Ziegler Leiter bougnt the iand and 
mining rights in Franklin County, and 
after his death his son Joseph undertook 
to make the investment valuable. Wheat 
speculations, it is reported, had impaired 
the Leiter fortune and Joseph, who 
was responsible for these losses, deter- 


mined to recoup. 3 

He said much of his intention to mine 
coal in Franklin County along wholly orig- 
inal lines: with machinery such as no 
other mine possessed. 

He opened his mine in a novel manner 
and the niuners employed for development 
work marveled at the plants, but offered 
no protest until Mr. Leiter, having decided 
thet preliminary work was finished, pub- 
liihed qa seale of wages below the scale in 
vogue at union. mines, 

He aaserted that. with his improved ma- 
chinery. the’ men would earn more, even 
ander his reduced scale than was possible 
at other mines. 

The men replied that he had been misin- 
formed by his experts, that all of his im- 
proved machinery was in use at other 
mines, and that its productive capacity had 
been gauged accurately by experience. 

When he persisted in his scale they 


struck. 
Trouble Is Continuous. 


That was last July. Since then there has 
been continuous trouble at Ziegler. Mr. 
Leiter evicted the striking miners from 
Ziegler Coal Co.'s houses, stockaded his 
mine and imported workmen and men_ to 
guard them. The strikers went into camp 
a quarter of a mile east of Christopher 
and nearly five miles from Ziegler. 

They called the place Camp Turner and 
there nine familles remain. 

Kriday, March 31 the generator which 
supplies power for the exhaust fan in the 
mine became overheated and the fan was 
gytopped. It was repaired and Sunday 
evening a night shift went into the mine. 

This shift came out at 4:30 on the morn- 
ing of Monday, April 3. The day shift 
went down at 7:05 and a few minutes later 
an explosion occurred which killed 45 men 
outright. Only three men were brought 
from the mine alive and they died subse- 
quentiy. 

'TTwo devoted men went down on rescue 
work: William Adkinson, state minisg in- 
spector, arm John Graham, the Zeigler 
mine's examiner. They were overcome ‘by 
the afterdamp and died in the mine. 


Fifty Lives Lost. 


Thus 50 men lost their lives as a result 
of tnat Monday morning explosion. 

A coroner's inquest, held at Ziegler by 
Franklin County’s coroner, Joseph Adams, 
failed to saitisfy the state officials. It was 
a poor little affair, considering the enorm- 
ous loss of life. The death of a child run 
over by a street car In St. Louis would call 


for as great an imquest. 

A few more than a dozen witnesses were 
examined by State's Attorney Seeber and 
H. R. Platt—the latter Mr. Leiter’s attor- 
nev. The point on which they dwelt was, 
naturally, the cause of the explosion. 

W. D. Johns, a mine superintendent, said 
that the powder store in the mine had been 
exploded and caused a’] the d : James 
Bennett, mine manager from Hallidayboro, 
said powder, too, as also did James Hurd, 
general manager. and C. C. Whittier, as- 
aistant superintendent.of the Ziegler mine. 


Thought It Gas. 


Thomas Carraher, night foreman, was 
noncommittel. William Tovotte, who stud- 
iei mine engineering in Germany, worked 
in mines there and in 2 Pennsyivania 
mines, said gas exploded and that gas alone 
could cause = wreckage he ob- 
served in the mine.

Much has been, said by Mr. Leiter's 
friends of the wder in the mine. It is 
apenas by them that a person in sym- 
pathy with the strikers obtained employ- 
ment in the mine and, being on the night 
shift Sunday, cut a fuse which hé trained 
to the powder magazine timed to explode 
between shifts, or that a fanatic union 
labor man on'‘the day shift fired the mag 
azine and died that he might injure the 
enemy of his organization. 

This is the theory. of Coroner Joseph 
Adams and others. It has romantic value 
and is possibly true. 

The fact that the mine was without the 
valuable aid of the great ventilating fan 
from Friday until Sunday night, that for 
two full days gas accumulated at the work- 
ing face. which was intensified by the 
mining operations of the night shift Sun- 
day and the further fact that in this mine 
the men wore open, unprotected lamps form 
ihe basis of a theory in opposition to the 
one of Coroner-Adams.

“If my property were involved in the 
teamsters’ strike in Chicago I would put 
nonunion drivers on the wagons 
would protect them.

Negro Is Hit in Face. 

It struck one of the negroes on the fifth 
Wagon in ghe face. The negro toppled and 
fell. The men who had been standing by 
the viaduct vanished. The policemen ran 
around in circles for a few moments. The 
ambulance came and took the negro away. 
Not one of the other negroes moved or sald 
a word. They sat look.ng straight ahead, 
until the police gave the word to move on. 
A thousand people gathered, gazed and 
faded away. . 

“Another nigger got his,” was the only 
comment. 

“Gee,’’ said the seeker, “‘this looks good 
for an adventure. Here we are only two 
blocks frorh our hotel on the finest street 
in the city.”’ 

Digressing a moment to speak of the 
policemen—those 150 paunchy, purple- 
necked coppers, who have paced day after 
day beside coal wagons, trucks, express 
wagons, and department store wagons, 
over cobblestones, mud roads, wooden 
blocks, and all the execcrable subterfuges 
for pavements Chicago has laid .down— 
when the history of this strike comes to 
be written, the pathos, the soft music, the 
tears will all concern the policemen. 

Poor chaps, theirs is a hard lot. Fat 
moet of them are, bull-necked and red of 
face, and they had to work. Tney were 
compelled to the unromantic job of guard- 
ing coal wagons manned by black men 
from 8t. Louis and Kansas City. They 
were jeered at by &strikers and hooteda at 
by strike-breakers, and their feet—suffer- 
ing bunions—their feet. 

‘How do you like it?’ I asked a W- 
pound copper, who came along beside an 
express wagon. “Worse than walking a 
beat?”’ 

He fingered his club viciously. “Beat, 
hell.’ he snarled. “I have walked twinty- 
four miles th’ day, an’ I must walk tin 
more before night.” . ‘ 
‘We turned up Van Buren Street and 
walked to State. There, in front of one of 
the big department stores, was a crowd, 
with ten or twelve policemen clubbing it 
vigorously. The people on the streets 
jammed up. Suddenly a shot was fired. 
There was a scramble for the alleys and 
the protecting doorways of the stores. Soon 
a policeman came out with a small boy by‘ 
the collar. 

‘Take him down,” he said. 

“Did he fire the shot?’ we asked. 

The glance of scorn we got would have 
withered the crops. 

“Fire nothin’,”” said the cop. 
th’ rock that started the riot.” 

It began to look good. 

There was no telling when one might run 
into a riot. They flared up, subsided and 
flared up again in the most unexpected 
places. Along the curbe of all the streets 
were hundreds of strikers, sullen, watching 
for opportunities to maim the men they 
cannot be brought to think should not be 
maimed. 

Every opportunity had its rock. very 
open space when @ policeman was not looK- 
ing gave a chance to down a strike-treaker 
and action came quicker than thought. 
Many of the strike-breakers had pistols. 
Some of them had rifies. The policemen 
were instructed to shoot to kill. Still, the 
strikers were not afraid. They bided their 
time. When that time came, it was the 
exact moment to ring for the ambulance. 

“Say,’’ sald the friendly policeman on 
Dearborn stréet, “there's something doin’ 
down beyant.” 

Meantime there was what the statutes 
Oo. Illinois described as a “tumult” going 
on in Dearborn street. Some empty wagons 
of the Employers’ Association had come 
along. There were strikers handy. They 
grabbed off a few nonunion drivers and 
made muscular attempts to stamp them 
into the pavements. 

The police were clubbing and sympathiz- 
ers with the strikers in the office buildings 
hard by were throwing down quart bottles 
of ink, inkstands, office chairs and other 
gentle weapons, A quart bottie filled with 
red ink is a fine thing to drop when you 
are trying to break a strike. The glass 
shatters and does fits cutting and the ink 
mingles with the blood and produces a 
fine Turner sunset effect.

After Foundation, at Twelfth and 
Market Streets Route Is to 
St. Louis Park. 


EXERCISES. AT MONUMENT 


After Monday Night’s Meeting 
Final Memorial Services Will 
Be Held Tuesday Afternoon. 


The Schiller parade, one of the- most im- 
portant features in the commemorative cx- 
ercises in the celebration of the 150th anni- 
versary of the death of Germany's great 
poet, will form on Twelfth street’ between 
Olive and Market streets, at 1 o'clock this 
afternoon, and will march at the firing of 
five bombs as a signal at 2:30. on its way 
to St. Louis Park, proceeding north On 
Twelfth street to Franklin avenue, west 
to Biot dvenue. north to St. Louis ave- 
nue, east to St. Louis Park and through 


the park to the Schiller monument. 

The thousands of marchers in the line 
will be led by a squad of mounted police, 
@ band, Grand Marshal Wiliam E. Vach 
and his staff, and will te composed of four 
divisions. 

The ‘first division will consist of the 
guests of honor, the German Austro-tlun- 
garian and Swiss Consuls, the Mayor's rep- 
resentative, the Executive and Press 
Committees, the old German (Tniversity 
students of St. Louis and members of all 
the German singing and military organ- 


izations in the city. 

The eleven Turnverein societies of St. 
Louis in uniform will form the second 
division, the German state organizations 
the third, and the benevolent societies, 
folowed by other citizens in carriages, 
the fourth division... 

Upon the arrival of the marchers at 
the Schiller monument, exercises will be 
held, consisting of an address by Prof. 
Peter Herzog, principal of the Blair 
school, and extracts from Schiller’s music 
by the different singing societies. 

Tomorrow night a commemorative 
meeting will be held at the Odeon at 
which Dr. Emil Preetorius, Prof. W. L. 
Bheldon and Prof. Otto Heller of Wash- 
ington University will deliver addresses, 
followed by one hour of extracts from 
Schiller’s greatest drama, “Wallenstein’s 
Camp,”

Accepting Memorial Tablet He 
Tells Federation Delegates How 
They Helped World’s Fair. 


RESPONSE BY MRS, DECKER 


—_—- 


Ceremony in Fine Arts Palace 
Followed by Inspection and 
Visit to University. 


To an audience of club women President 
Francis of the World’s Fair expressed his 
gratitude yesterday to all the women ©! 
the United States for their aid in making 
the World's Fair a success. 

The occasion was the recognition of the 
Louisiana Purchase memorial tablet pre- 
sented to Sit. Louis by the members of the 
General Federation of Women’s Clubs. 

The presentation was made last May at 
the time of the General Federation meet- 
ing, and the tablet placed for the time be- 
ing in Festival Hall. It has since been ‘e- 
moved and given a permanent position at 
the entrance of the hall of sculpture, in 
the Fine Arts building. 

Mrs. Sarah Platt Decker, president of 
the General Federation of Women's Clubs, 
was present and responded to President 
Francis, who thanked the clubwomen in 
the name of St. Louis for the tablet. 

Mrs. Decker said: “It gives me maich 
pleasure to note your appreciation of the 
federation’s gift. To me it will always re- 
call that beautiful May morning when it 
was presented to you by my predecessor, 
one of the delightful days of the Fair.” 

George Julian Zolnay, the designer of the 
tablet, explained its significance. 

“It was made in accordance with 
quotations from President Roosevelt en- 
Sraved upon it. ‘The acquisition of the 
lerritory is a credit to the broad and far- 
Sighted statesmanship of the great men 
to Whom it is immediately due,’ :nd ‘lt 
followed inevitably upon the great west- 
Ward thrust of the settler-folk--a thrusi 
which was delivered blindly, but which no 
rival race could parry.’ 

fhe head is, of course, that of Jedfersan, 
the scene depicted is that of the settler- 
folk in early ys.”’ 

Haleey C. Ives spoke upon the life of 
Jefferson, ‘“To you who know only ‘the ca- 
reer of Thomas Jefferson as a statesman a 
perusal of his thoughts on educational!

“If they were published now they 
would sound like the opinions of an edu- 
cator with advanced views.’’

pEATH WITH 
SCREWDRIVER 


Bernard Menge Instantly Killed 

When Point Reached Heart in 

Quarrel With Man Known as 
“Scotty,” Who Escaped. 


FAILED TO MEET GIRL 
WHO FOUND HIM DEAD. 


Men Had Struggle, and. Slayer 
Grabbed Instrument From Him 
and Plunged It Into Breast at 
914 North Leonard Avenne. 


Following a quarrel which was witnessed 
by a number of women and children of 
the neighborhood, Bernard Menge, 38 years 
old, married and having five children, a 
cabinet maker, living in the rear of 1008 
North Compton avenue, was stabbed to 
the heart with a screwdriver and instant- 
ly killed about 5:30 o'clock Saturday after- 
noon in the rear of $i4. North Leonard ave- 
nue. 
The police are looking for Alexander 
Ftanley, also known as Scotty, supposed 
to live neat Grand avenue and Page boule- 
vard, whom they charge with being his 
slayer. 
The two ave said to have been seen to- 
gether in several Franklin avenue saloons 
during the afternoon, and are known to 
have been friends for a long time. 
Shortly before 5:30 o clock Menge, who 
has lived at his residence for 16 years past, 
was seen to enter the alley bounded by 
Compton, Leonard, Franklin and Bell ave- 
nues in company with another man, whom 
persons in the neighborhood claim to have 
recognized as Stanley. “ 

When they reached the rear of 914 Leon- 
ard avenue they stopped and it was seen 
that they were quarreling. 


Screwdriver Pierced Heart. 

Menge. it is said, 
a long screwdriver used in his trade, and 
suddenly, as was told by persons who wit- 
nessed the scene, he made a lunge at Stan- 
ley with this weapon. The latter caught 
his hand, wrenched the screwdriver from it 
and stabbed Menge in the breast with the 
screwdriver, which pierced Menge’s heart. 

As Menge fell without a word, dying ai- 
most before he reached the ground, Stanley — 
ran at full speed out of the alley and into 
Bell avenue. a, ee 

He was seen by Mrs. Nora Bogg of 21¢ 
Belle avenue, at whom he {is said to have 
cursed as he saw her watching him, and by 
Harry Worley, th the same house; also by 
Charles Balley, an ash-wagon driver living 
at Conley and Newstead avenues, who was 
in the neighborhood. PA 

From Bell avenue Stanley ran to School 
street. where he disappeared, Those who 
got a near glimpse of him as he was flee- 
ing say that he was bleeding as if he had 
been severely wounded. ; _ 

Stanley is said to have been employed 
by Nick Bender, a plumber of $214 Frank- 
lin avenue. and also did odd jobs in the 
neighborhood, 

The police were first told that he lived 
near Cook and Grand avenues, opposite an 
ice plant in that velnity, and that he 
found quarters there in return for attend- 
ing to a furnace, but they failed to locate 
him and heard later that this was not 
his place of residence. . 

He is described as being an Englishman, 
6 fest 2 inches in height, % years old, 
weighing 175 pounds, dark haltr, slightly 
bald, of sallow ¢ontglexion, with a promi- 
nent sear on the left cheek, wearing a 
black Fedora hat and a shabby gray suit.

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Telegram Flashing Through Sea and Over Land 
cite: World in Seven Seconds, Breaking Record 
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Signals From Railway Meeting 1: Washington Speeds Across 
Strange Lands and Under Hostile Fleets in Eastern

Belting the world with a _ telegraphic 
signal, that ‘flashed through St. Louis at 
10:55 Wednesday night in the record time 
of seven seconds is the achievement of 
telegraphy in the past week. 

The signal started from the ticker of the 
naval observatory in Washington at 11:56 
p. m. last Wednesday night, when Secre- 
tary of the Navy Morton opened a tele- 
graphic switch. at the American Railway 
Appliance exhibition. 

Operators at all the stations-.in the 
Piorld throvgeh which the experimental 
message was to pass had been notified be- 
forehand to-he ready to receive it so that 
there would be no delay in posting the time 
of its arrival at their respective points. 

The code employed called for 54 ‘‘beats,”’ 
beginning at 11:55 p. m. at Washington, a 
rest from the 55th to the 60th “beat’’ or 
second, similar records being made each 
mrinute until 11:59. 

There is, then a ‘“‘beat"’ each second for 
50 seconds, a pause for nine seconds and a 
closing “‘beat’’ on the sixtieth second of 
‘the last minute, or at 12 midnight in Wash- 
ington. 

Commencing at the observatory in Wash- 
ington, the signal flashed across the United 
States to the west coast, passing through 
Pittsburg, 8 Louis, Kansas City and ‘Den- 


ver to San Francisco and thenee to Van- 
couver. : 

There it took its first leap into the deep, 
flashing from Vancouver to Honolulu 
through the great Pacific cable and thence 
to Manila and to Hong Kong through the 
same medium. 

Already the signal had traveled over 
8000 miles in a period of time so short that 
it defied reckoning. 

Through the China Sea, beneath Rojest- 
vensky's fleet, the signal then flashed to 
Labaan in the Isle of Borneo, whence it 
was cabled to Penang, the most extreme 
point of the Malay Peninsula. 


Across Far-Off India. 


Bounding through the cable,- under the 
Bay of Bengal, the next point of record 
was Madras, on the east coast of far-off 
India. 

Once more the “land line’ was brought 
into service, speeding the signal to Bom- 
hay on India's west cOast. 

By cable, under the Indian Sea, passing 
through Aden, in Africa, the “beat” 
reached the’ entrance to the Suez Canal, 
whence it followed a course through the 
Red Sea, where the Israelites centuries 
ago ‘crossed over on dry land” and where 


their enemies were engulfed, to Alexandria, 
(in Egypt, skirting the Great Desert. 

From Alexandria the signal sped through 
the Mediterranean and the Straits of the 
great Gibraltar, thence up the Atlantic 
coast to Juisbon, in Portugal, then through 
the Atlantic cable once more to Penzance, 
in England. 

Relieved momentarily of its briny course 
through the cable, the signal thrabbed 
across another ‘“‘land line’ from Penzance 
to the.» great metropolis of London, and, 
unobserved by the mighty hosts in the 
hurry and bustle of London, but received 
by an operator, it pulsed back to Penzance 
over land. 

Then the great Atlantic cable throbbed 
and the signal flashed from Penzance to 
Nova Scotia and thence to New York. 

The circuit of the globe was completed 
when a “land line’ carried the ‘beat’ from 
New York to the starting point at Wash- 
ington and one of the greatest feats of 
human ingenuity has been wrought. 

Seven seconds the time! 
The watching railroad officials hardly 
had time to speak between the departure 
and the return of the signal. 
“The route traced is over the line-of- the 
Western Union company and Supt. G. J. 
Frankel of that company says it is now 
considered possible to set any clock in the 
world by electrical signals when the diff- 
erence of seven seconds is taken into con- 
sideration. : 

Regarding the record, Assistant Supt. 
C. mot said:

“Attempts of a similar nature have been 
made heretofore, but the signal has been 
interrupted hy some defect in the mech- 
anism of some little piece of machinery. 

“The accomplishment of Wednesday night 
is important because we have ascertained 
that, with the wires and cables in good con- 
dition, the apparatus in its proper state 
and operators on the alert for the signal, 
the lapse of time on account of the inertia 
in the mechanism of the automatic repeat- 
ers amounts to practically seven seconds 
in the circuit of the globe and the me- 
chanical inertia at each point or station Its 
infinitesimal. 

“The same circuit that covered the main 
station in the route of the signal extend- 
ed on many side lines and repeated auto- 
matically to all the important cities in the 
countries traversed. 

“The signal was repeated by land lines 
to all the great cities in the, United States 
and in the City of Mexico by way of land 
lines to Galveston, cables through the Gulf 
of Mexico to Vera Cruz and thence to the 
(ity of Mexico. 

South America the signal was re- 

automatically in Rio de Jantiero, 
Montevidio, Valparaiso and other points; 
while the European signals repeated in 
Paris, Berlin, St. Petersburg and ali the 
other great cities.” 

The operators that received the signal in 
different. parts of the world were either

Henri Four- 
naye only returned from a journey to London on Tuesday 
and there is evidence to connect her with the crime 
A comparison of photographs has proved 
conclusively that M. Henri Fournaye and Eduardo Lucas 
were really one and the same person, and that the de- 
ceased had fur some reason lived a double life in London 
anu Paris. Mme. Fournaye, who is of Creole origin, is of an 
exjremely excitable nature. and has suffered in the past 
frum attacks of jealousy which amoun ed to frenzy. It is 
corjyectured that it was in one of thew that she committed 
the terrible crime which has caused such a sensation in 
London. Her movements upon the Monday night have not 
yet been traced, but it is undoubted that a woman answering 
to her description attracted much attention at Charing 
Cross station on Tuesday morning by the wildness of her ap- 
péarance and the violence of her gestures. It is probable, 
therefore, that the crime was either committed when in- 
sane, or that its immediate effect was to drive the unhappy 
At present she ix unable to give any 
ccherent account of the past, and the doctors hold out no 
lhupes of the re-establixhment of her reason. There is evi- 
dence that a woman, who might have been Mme. Fournaye. 
was seen for some hours upon Monday night watching the 
house on Godoiphin «treet.

Feuds have been no uncommon oeeurrence in 
the mountain fastnesses of the South, but here is 
a feud among the remnant of a once powerful and 
always proud people, living 300 miles north of St. 
It is a feud peculiar 
in that women are the vietims. Why is this so? 
Because one party to the feud fears above all else 
that a new heir to the chieftainship which Black 
Hawk held three-quarters of a century ago, will 
be born. If that heir ever is-born the feud will 
either end forever or will develop into an ensan- 
guined contest which will plunge one of the fairest 
parts of the great Mississippi Valley into bloody 
strife. For this reason tire belle of the Sac and 
Fox tribe of Indians on a reservation in Iowa has 


fallen a victim to murder’s fury.

FE; Fair, there were exhibited some specimens of the 
handiwork of the remnants of one of the greatest tribes 
of Red Men whieh ever ruled and harried the Mississippi 
Valley.

drawing and writing secured at the Reservation Schoo! 
and a few photographs. That was all. Yet connected 
with those meager exhibits, passed unnoticed by the 
thousands and thousands who found greater curiositic- 
and far more interesting on every hand, there is the stor 
of a feud which has already cost the lives of two prett: 
Indian girls, a feud the end of which is as yet in the 
future. 

Just how much that little exhibit at the World’s Fai: 
participated in causing the death of pretty Nellie Ma-She-. 
Che will never be known. That it intensified the jealousy 
between: Winnebago and Sac and Fox Indians and that this 
jealousy caused the belle of the reservation at Tama, Io., 
to go to the Great Beyond, suddenly and without warning, 
is easily proved. 

Gathered together by the great paternal government 
upon a reservation in the northern part of Iowa are some 
300 or 350 Indians, survivors of the Winnebagoes and of 
the Sacs and Foxes. These tribes were hated enemies for 
moro than two centuries, yet the authorities at Washing- 
ton saw fit to herd them together, under one chieftain. 
Colossal blunder which has snuffed ont the life of three 
people and may end only when scores of human lives 
have paid the penalty of the departmental stupidity! 

Among all those Indians there was one who reigned su- 
preme, not because in her veins flowed the blood of red 
kings, nor because her family was powerful nor rich, but 
because in her eye there flamed the reddish brown of the 
sumach, her raven tresses told of dark nights of conquest, 
her ruddy, peach-ripe cheeks told of a freedom dear to the 
heart of the imprisoned red men who looked upon them. 
Nellie Ma-She-Che- was the acknowledged belle of the 
Tama reser ation. 

Now and then, among the stolid, squalid Indians who 
are all that remain today of once great and mighty peo- 
ples, there springs up a wild flower of such radiant beauty 
as to surprise the very people who gave her birth. The 
casual visitor to the Tama reservation wil! tell on his re- 
turn how a mighty people have fallen, he will scorn the 
“braves” for.their laziness and their filth, he will say that 
the pitiful handful of red men and women are dirty, un- 
picturesque and uninteresting. The glory of Lo has faded. 
But once he saw Nellie Ma-She-Che—alas, he will never 
more see her—and one dainty maiden will atone for an 
entire people. The golden rod grows by the banks of 
sloughs; the wild rose may creep up through a dungheap. 
Nellie Ma-She-Che grew up among idlers—mgh women 
and children whose only thought is the next meal and who 
well know that regardless of what they may do a paternal! 
government will care for them and ration day is always in 
the future. 

Pretty, graceful, radiant with an unspoiled beauty, 
Nellie Ma-She-Che ruled the jealous tribes of Sacs and 
Foxes and Winnebagos by the power of her beguty, She 
danced from wick-i-up to wick-i-up as free as the north 
wind, she hummed a tale of love and of heroism as softly 
as the south wind soughs around tepee and wigwam. 
Many an Indian brave, asleep on the ground, roused him- 
self and looked after her with longing eves, in which there 
smoldered unseen the memory of centuries of freedom 
and greatness and decades of abasement and wrongs. Many

Mr. Pope observed the triumphs of realism in the field 
of art. He saw how Meissonier had displaced Claude Lor- 
rene, how Detailie and De Newville had crowdel Benja- 
min West and the old-time battle painters to the wall, 
how the real peasants of Millet had made the imaginary 
peasants of Teniers amd Titian “look like 30 eents.” and 
how Bougereau and Henner were painting women who 
treathed and lived instead of the baryain-counter ladies 
of Watteau, while Constable, Daubigny and Corot had 
made the productions of the old-time landscape painters 
look like the kind of chromos given away with a pound 
of tea. Thus everywhere in the field of art Mr. Pope ree 
vanized the triumph of realism: and that in these days

Pope suys that an entirely exaggerated importance 
has been attached to Shakspeare by the English peopte

rooms. If they are of suitable color and 
strikingly arrangéd they give to the room 4 
vertain feeling of comfort. which is es- 
sential to the well-decorated home; but, 
if thév are not, they destroy the whole ef- 
fect of what may be otherwise a well-ap- 
pointed apartment. Frequently we do not 
realize that the’ reason & reom gives. us 
feeling ‘is that its 
rugs are out of keeping with the scheme of 
devor.viion, 

A rug must satisfy, not merely our sense 
of sight, Nke -wall peper or pictures, but 
also our sense cf touch, because we are 
constantly feeling tt with our feet, and 
comfort must therefore be considered frorm 
this point of view. Too much care cannot 
be exercised in the selection of floor cover- 
ings. 

Experience is the best teacher, and much 
of it can be obtained in buying Oriental 
rugs. but there are many people who ’ 
buy «a rug because its appearance appeals 
to them, and they feel sure it will go well 
vith’ the scheme of the room they are 
choosing it for. More than this is required, 
however. , 

The rug should be examined carefully. 
Look at the back of it and see that it has 
not been cut. About one-third of the an- 
tique rues will show signs of rents and 
tears, often made by the grappling hooks 
es the bales sre shipped and reshipped.. ff 
these are small a skillful repatrer will 
easily mend the defect. | 

Hold the rug up te the*light to make 
sure that the moths. have not ‘eaten :t. 
lay it flat on the ftoor and make stre © 
that ‘t lies straight. Also look at the 
nap and see that it is not worn te the 
warp. = ; 

The most important thing to remember 
is to examine the selvage. If this is worn 
away the rug is not of nearly so much 
value. Its usefulmess can, however, be pre- 
served by overcastirg, to hinder it from 
fraying. Never. buy a rug when it is so 
much worn that part of the rug itself is 
missing at the ends. 

These points being kept well in mind. 
there is a rich store to choose from— 
rugs from Persia, Turkey, Asia Minor, 
Turkestan and the southern part of Rus- 
sia.
